gia in the College of Agriculture; 
six are in agricultural positions to 
earn money to complete their four- 
year course at the university; grand 
total of graduates, 71. 

“A survey has also been made of 
the young men who did not graduate 
but attended Abraham Baldwin for 
two or more quarters. We are keenly 
interested in these boys who could not 
finish because of financial difficwlties. 
Of these, 26 are actually farming, 
two are forest rangers for private 
companies, one employed by a meat 
packing company, and one as a dairy 
manager—total 31, or grand total of 
graduates and matriculates 102.

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DIFFICULT TO PLEASE. 

Confronted with ever increasing 
evidences of better business and re- 
turning prosperity throughout the 
country, republican all-high politi- 
cal strategists have finally decided 
to admit that the country is better 
off economically than it was on 
March 4, 1933. Their contention 
now is that our recovery has not 
been as rapid or as great as it 
should have been. 

At first glance that would appear 
to be the snarl of a coterie which 
would not be contented with per- 
fection. Such is not the case; it 
is simply a weak, unsubstantiated 
claim on which is based their plea 
to be returned to power in govern- 
ment. 

Uncle Sam was a very sick man 
early in 1933; his economic pulse 
was feeble and uncertain; in addi- 
tion, he had a bad case of the ‘‘jit- 
ters,’’ and his doctors did not know 
how to treat his case. A change 
of physicians brought about. recov- 
ery—not as rapidly as many have 
desired, but considering the low 
state of the patient, it likely has 
been as fast as reasonably could 
be expected, and certainly today 
“big business’ has no reason for 
complaint. 

Statements and statistics revealed 
in a recent survey emanating from 
New York financial interests show 
that American business corpora- 
tions, large and small, are making 
more money than they have since 
1930. In some instances, reports 
are the best since 1929. Chrysler 
Corporation was high in the list 
with a net income of $29,473,736 
for the first half of this year, 
smashing a previous record set last 
year of $18,659,310 for the sam 
period. , 

The first 104 industrial units to 
report for the second quarter of 
the year had aggregate net incomes 
of $104,942,907. That was 54 per 
cent above the $68,123,470 report- 
ed by these same companies in the 
second quarter of 1935. The 
du Pont Company showed net earn- 
ings of $36,107,371, against $19,- 
220,000 for the first six months of 
last year. 

The United States Steel Corpora- 
tion marked an industrial recovery 
milepost by reporting first earn- 
ings for the common stock in five 
years and doubling the dividend for 
the preferred stock. General Mo-

TROTZKY BOBS UP AGAIN 

Leon Trotzky, that stormy petrel 
of social unrest, whose name was 
coupled with that of Lenin in the 
overturn of the czarist regime in 
Russia and the establishment of a 
bolshevic government, is again the 
subject of news cablegrams that 
“make the first page’ of American 
newspapers, as the result of the 
trial of a group of former soviet 
officials, who confessed to a plot 
against the life of Dictator Stalin. 

Direct responsibility for the as- 
sassination of Sergei Mironovich 
Kiroff, colleague of Dictator Stalin, 
which was attributed to Trotzky, 
Leon Kemeneff and Gregory Zino- 
vieff, has been accepted .by the 
group on trial at Moscow and they 
now await sentence. 


Lenin, Trotzky, Stalin, Kemeneff 
and Zinovieff are accredited with 
being the potent leaders of the in- 
itial bolshevist government. When 
Lenin died, Trotzky and Stalin 
sought to succeed him; Kemeneff 
and Zinovieff aided Trotzky, but 
Stalin won out. Trotzky was ban- 
ished to Russian Turkestan, but the 
other two were permitted to re- 
main in Russia. 

Trotzky kept up his fight, sided 
by his two lieutenants; they were 
given 10-year prison’ sentences, 
while Trotzky fled to Turkey. 
Kemal, dictator of Turkey, finally 
told him to “move on,” and he 
went to Greece, and later to France, 
where he is said to have assisted 
in fomenting the present unrest in 
that country, and again he escaped, 
this time taking refuge in Norway, 
which country has been consider- 
ing the matter of advising him to go 
elsewhere. 

It appears that the Norwegian 
government had become aroused 
at his activity in organizing Nor- 
wegian centers of unrest, as well as 
carrying on from this near-by point 
schemes to secure a formidable up- 
rising against Dictator Stalin. Just 
how this disciple of unrest has es- 
caped a prison cell is somewhat of 
a mystery, but unless he changes 
his tactics, that may be his ultimate 
end.

MADRID, Aug. 8—(By Air to 
Paris.)—The great decision in~the 
Spanish civil war is near. It will 
fail with a clap of thunder that will 
shake Europe, in the gardens of An- 
dalusia, on the road between Sevilla 
and Madrid in the next few weeks. 
Franco, the rebel, is on the mainland 
with 10,000 Moroccan soldiers and 
the Spanish Foreign Legion, which is 
commanded by Germans and officered 
by White Russians. He has 40 bomb- 
ing planes of the heaviest type, a gift 
from Hitler and Mussolini; German 
cruisers have brought him 2,000 ma- 
chine guns, eight batteries of artillery 
and 9,000,000 cartridges. More war 
material is on the way for the rebels 
via Portugal. 

Malaga is Franco's first objective. 
At Malaga stand 20,000 men and 
women of the popular front, armed 
with pistols, hunting rifles, crude 
hand grenades, 16 pieces of artillery 
but with a courage that is incom- 
parable.

Who Will Win: 


No predictions can ag yet be made. 
The alignment is too uneven. On the 
one side stands nearly the entire 
armed, trained and perfectly equipped 
military forces of the country plus a 
systematically misinformed  world- 
opinion. On the other side a people 
who are ready to defend democratic 
institutions until death. 

Virtually the entire German fleet is 
cruising in Spanish waters. If the 
rebels are beaten, the rebels, mind you, 
Germany, it is expected, plans to land 
marines and restore “order,” that is 
to say help Franco into the saddle 
just the same. On the pretext that 
the present Spanish government is 
Marxistic or communistic, that the 
lives of foreigners are in danger, that 
the property of aliens is not respected, 
the Fuehrer is seeking to install a 
regime in Spain that shall be a vassal 
to Germany in the coming world war. 

There is not a single Marxist, so- 
cialist or communist in the present 
Spanish cabinet. It is made up of 
left republicans, liberals and moderate 
Catholics. Every precaution has been 
taken to safeguard the lives of for- 
eigners. Ships of all nations are 
standing by to evacuate whoever wants 
to leave. The governments of Madrid 
and Barcelona are providing trains 
and free transportation, under military 
protection, to the nearest port. For- 
eigners in Madrid are in grave peril, 
to be sure, but they are in danger of 
being killed by the aerial torpedoes 
which General Franco has received 
from Hitler, 
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Property 
Is Respected. 


Not a single plant or factory has 
been confiscated. Some buildings have 
indeed been requisitioned for recruit- 
ing depots, hospitals and administra- 
tive services. ut this is a perfectly 
legitimate measure, which every gov- 
ernment adopts in a time of emer- 
gency, and which is, moreover, a pro- 
viso written down in the constitution 
of every civilized country. When the 
U. S. A. government requisitioned a 
school building during the Great War 
to harbor troops, that was not a 
Marxistic measure of confiscation. No 
more is the requisitioning of semi- 
naries and palaces a socialist measure 
in Spain, Everything is perfectly 
calm and orderly in Madrid. In the 
munition and armament fa’’ ries men 
work two shifts of 12 hours each. 

Half a million members of the popu- 
lar front, journalists, workers, intel- 
lectuals, Catholics, liberals, socialists 
have decided to give up smoking and 
drinks for the length of time the emer- 
gency lasts. The money that becomes 
available goes to buy medical supplies 
abroad. For that is the only thing 
that is lacking here: Anti-tetanus 
serums and other articles of that kind. 
For the rest there is no scarcity of 
food or munitions.

We did not come through Jackson- 
ville this time, nor St. Augustine, hav- 
ing visited those cities on former jour- 
neys into Florida. Florida has three 
distinct types of cities—the north and 
northwestern group, very similar to 


our Georgia cities; the central, or 
ridge group, well illustrated by Orlan- 
do; the seashore cities, represented by 


Miami, Daytona, Palm Beach, Sara- 
sota, St. Petersburg, Tampa, etc. And 
I suppose one would say there is some 
difference between the east and west 
coast cities, Miami and Tampa, for 
example. 

The business houses in the first 
group look like Georgia business 
houses. In the ridge group, they are 
more distinctly individualistic, that is 
to say, a man’s store or warehouse or 
garage takes on a personal _ touch, 
much as his home or his yard. The 
coast cities, after you leave Jackson- 
ville, are strikingly European’ with 
plenty of tropical atmosphere. Mod- 


ern buildings in such cities as Miami 
have a tonch of the American, but the 
closer you get to them, the more 
Latin-like they seem. The pyramid 
type of office building, noticeable at 
Miami, for example, is considerably 
affected by lighting conceptions which 
immediately suggest the skylines of 
Latin-America and the Mediterranean 
cities. 

Traffic regulations are not as good 
in the cities of Florida as on the high- 
ways. Miami is the most difficult city 
to drive in that I] have found anr- 
where in the country. It would be dif- 
ficult at best, dune to the narrow 
streets in the business area, and they 
have done a good job at making it 
worse with every imaginable sort of 
marking, requiring the stranger to 


stop at every intersection to read the 


catalog of instructions. Half of the 
streets are one way and the other half 
are the other way. Miami’s boule- 
vards are excellent, clearly marked 
and ample to care for any amount of 
traffic. I was asking a Miami man 
how to get somewhere and he told me 
the best he could, remarking, “I get 
mixed up myself, God knows how a 
stranger here ever gets anywhere.”

and obviously incapable of execution. 
A more feasible idea, it seems to me, 
would be to encourage the reverend 
clergy to preach to their hearts’ con- 
tent but, as an intelligent innovation, 
submit their remarks to inspection and 
discussion in the papers which custo- 
marily publish without comment on 
Monday mornings excerpts from the 
wisdom delivered from the leading pul- 
pits of the town. This is not to sug- 
gest a newspaper censorship of the 
churches but merely a forum and rea- 
sonable examination of statements 
which, under present conditions, are 
privileged and exempt from dissent 
on any grounds, whether truth, violent 
intemperance or ordinary sense. 

I am afraid my suggestion, too, is 
visionary, but I can’t suppress a feel- 
ing that a subject of such importance 
to all human beings should be freely 
discussed in a country which makes 
education one of .its principal in- 
terests. Unfortunately, education of 
the formal sort, measured by credits, 
examinations and hours of attendance 
at class, is not synonymous with in- 
felligence and many people who hold 
official certificates of education are 
unable to separate their thoughts from 
their emotions in religious discussions, 
For this reason, it might be disastrous 
to any publication to print frank, 
logical and dispassionate analyses of 
the sermons. The more faulty the 
sermon the more yiolent and destruc- 
tive the retaliation might be.

must be wrong and _ consequently 
enemies of the one true God. This 
hating of enemies of the one true 
God and of persons who adore that 
God according to a wrong formula 
often has developed into wars of ex- 
termination but the state of the world 
today gives no assurance that God 
was entirely pleased. 

That many clergymen are ignorant 
can hardly be doubted by anyone who 
recalls the clerical phase of prohibi- 
tion and of the late revival of the Ku 
Klux Klan or inquiries into the min- 
imum qualifications for the cloth. 
That many are brutal, arrogant, ir- 
responsible and eager for power has 
been demonstrated often and tinges of 
insanity have been recognized in in- 
fluential ministers of the sensational 
type. Some clergymen, enjoying spe- 
cial privileges and perquisites from 
the whole public have endeavored to 
set their people against other ele- 
ments of the community and have in- 
terfered with business and attempted, 
with some success, to intimidate the 
press.

Sixty out of each 
hundred persons with syphilis are men 
and 40 are women. Ten of the hundred 
were born with the disease. Five out 
of a hundred persons with syphilis 
contracted it innocently, through ordi- 
nary contact. Syphilis is found in all 
classes, people of wealth, social stand- 
ing, intelligence and morals, Sons and 
daughters of the best families may 
contract syphilis or marry into it. 
Syphilis can be cured by prompt and 
vigorous treatment. It can be arrested 
in nearly every case. Proper recogni- 
tion and treatment of the disease is 
one of the most powerful weapons in 
protecting the public from syphilis. 

But what is needed most is a fence 
at the top of the cliff and sufficient 
light on the situation to save strangers 
from tumbling over to their doom. Sex 
education and sex hygiene, instruction 
by qualified teachers—instead of sex 
appeal and the sorry teaching to which 
we leave our children today. 

A representative state health depart- 
ment receives reports of about 6,000 
cases of gonorrhea in a year, and esti- 
mates that only about a quarter of the 
cases are reported. The great majority 
of women who have gonorrhea are the 
innocent victims of disease acquired 
after marriage. Their husbands 
thought themselves to be cured before 
they married. This accounts for a| 
large number of operations for “pus 
tubes,” “pelvic peritonitis,” ete, and 
explains a great deal of sterility or 
one-child sterility.

C ronin Fines, 
Suspends 
Ferrell

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—(UP)— 
Wesley Ferrell, temperamental pitch- 
ing ace of the Boston Red Sox, was 
indefinitely suspended and fined §$1,-' 
000 today by Manager Joe Cronin for 
walking out of the box of his own 
accord during a Yankee rally in the 
sixth inning of the New York-Bos- 
ton game. 

After znnouncing the drastic action, 
Cronin said he was ordering Ferre! 
to return to Boston and stated flat- 
ly that the pitcher had worked in 
his last game for the Red. Sox. 

sg | don't care if I never see Fer- 
rell again,” said Cronin. “I don't 
care oor he obeys orders and goes 
back to Boston, goes home to North 
Carolina or the Fiji islands. I’m 
through with him.” 


FERRELL AMAZED. 


Ferrell, at his room at the Red Sox 
hotel, was “amazed” when he learned 
of Cronin’s action. He left Yankee 
stadium before the rest of the Boston 
players, and was reading when the 


telephone rang. 

“Is that so?” he said, “Well, that 
isn’t the end of this. I’m going to 
punch Cronin in the jaw as soon as 
I can find him. I don’t know whether 
go back to Boston or not.

RUTH FINED $5,000. 

The fine against Ferrell is one of 
the largest any manager ever slapped 
on a player, with one exception— 
the $5,000 the late Miller Huggins 
fined Babe Ruth for breaking training | 
rules in 1925. 

Ferrell, regarded as one of the out- | 
standing right-hand pitchers in the 
majors, acquired a reputation as a 
“bad actor’ during his six years with 
Cleveland, The troyble started in 1933 
when Ferrell was bothered with a sore 
arm. He finally was suspended by the 
Indians, and was under suspension at 
the time they traded him to the Red | 


Sox, 

The Red Sox gave Pitcher Bob 
Weiland, QOutfielder Bob Seeds and 
‘ash for Ferrell and Outfielder Dick 
Porter. As soon as he joined the Ked 
Sox he became a consistent winner 
again. He won 14 games and lost five 
in 1934 and won 25 and lost 14 last 
year. He had won 15 and lost 13 up 
until today’s game, which was credit- 
ed as a loss for him. 

Born in Greensboro, N. C., Ferrell 
was 28 years old last February 2. 
The Indians picked up Ferrell from a 
semi.pro team at East Douglas, Mass., 
in 1927, and farmed him out to the 
Terre Haute club of the Three I 
league in 1928. After one year in the 
joined Cleveland and be- 
came a consistent winner until 1933. 
His lifetime major league record is 
156 victories and 95 losses. 

DISREGARDED CRONIN. 

Manager Cronin, who had dinner 
with Club Owner Yawkey, said that 
he saw what Ferrell was working up 
to and. that he tried to keep’ the 
pitcher from walking off the field. 

“T jumped up and ran out of our 
dugout and hollered, ‘Wes, Wes,’ but 
he either didn’t hear me or disre- 
garded me,” he said. “Real ball play- 
ers don’t walk off the field when 
they are losing. What if we were 
on the short end of the score? I 
wouldn’t have said a word if he had 
gone on and lost the game like a man, | 
but I've got plenty to say after he | 
quit under fire.” | 

Informed that the pitcher 
waiting “to punch him in the jaw, 
Cronin said that he wasn’t afraid of | 
that, and that he was willing to listen 
if Ferrell had anything to say, but 
“any appeal for reinstatement will | 
have to be made to the man who is 
signing his salary checks.” 

Owner Yawkey stated he was back- 
ing Cronin to the limit. 

“He is the manager, is running the 
team, and we expect him to be run- 
ning it for’a good many more years, 
and I absolutely concur in his judg- 
ment,” he said.

“The secretary (Mattioli) was sur- 
‘rounded by 10 or 12 horsemen who 
kidnaped him, disguised him and

For Louis’ envoy to have thus en- 
tered Charles’ kingdom and kidnaped 
the secretary of state was perhaps 
‘the most daring violation of interna- 
tional law recorded in history, and 
the French monarch had every rea- 
(son to cover it up. He had to keep 
‘the imprisonment absolutely secret, 
and it was quite as important for 
ihim to conceal the circumstances un- 
|der which Mattioli had been arrested. 
| What actually became of Mattioli 
_after his abduction has never been 
known. One story was that after 
| being imprisoned for 15 years at 
|Pignerol the unhappy count was 
| transferred to the French prison on 
,the Sainte Marguerite islands and 
|later sent'to the Bastille in Paris, 
'where he died 24 years after his ab- 
| duction. 

The story is that while in prison 

he was treated with the deference due 
to the rank and station of a great 
personage, but that no one was ever 
allowed to speak to him; that when 
be was sent out into the prison court 
_to take the air he was made to wear 
'a black velvet mask so that no one 
would ever recognize him. 
' Baron Heiss, captain in a regi- 
iment at Alsace, in 1770 published a 
monograph identifying Mattioli as the 
_famous “Man of the Iron Mask” and 
a number of other authorities have 
since dilated upon that theory. 

So far as definite history is con- 
cerned, Mattioli’s whereabouts were 
not known from the time he was kid- 
naped and taken to Pignerol. What 
really became of him is a mystery 
which, in all probability, will never 
be solved.

The train left Council 
Bluffs a little ahead of schedule this 
morning, but lost time steadily there- 
after as new stops were added and 
others stretched out longer than sched- 
uled.

No Damage le Reported as

(At- 
lanta time) advisory said the storm 
had dissipated over northern Florida 
and no further strong winds. except 
moderate gales, were indicated. 

The advisory was: 

“Advisory 8:30 p. m. (Atlanta time) 
all warnings down immediately. The 
tropical disturbance moved inland 
north of Titusville about 5 p. m. (At- 
lanta time) and has dissipated over 
the interior of northern Florida. ex- 
cept for moderate squalls... No further 
strong winds are indicated.”
